Pursuant to the instructions of Captain W.P. Qannaway an investiga- 
tion was conducted regarding SUBJECT and the following report is sub- 
mitted.

Confidential informant T-l reports that SUBJECT is a white male 
fifty (50) years of age. Date of birth September U, 1913. Place of 
birth is not known. SUBJECT came to Dallas, Texas frcn Miami, Florida 
in 1956. T-l states that the only employment indicated in their files 
for SUBJECT is that of a salesman for Sknoler Brothers, 2300 tfabasin, 

Chicago, Illinois. T-l states that their files list the following 
addresses for SUBJECT! 1956-917 Shadyside j 1959-l|608 Columbia; 1960- 
1 i 915 Live Oak. 

After all investigative leads were exhausted is was determined 
that SUBJECT'S last known address in Dallas, Texas was 223 South Ewing, 
where he shared an apartment with Jack Ruby. SUBJECT no longer resides 
at this address. According to Assistant District Attorney Bill Alexander 
SUBJECT is now in the State of New fork. SUBJECT'S exact location in 
Mew York is not known.
